SUBJECT: Liaison Duties 


During a period of relative normalcy, the Petite of 
contact are as follows: 


A. The Deputy Director of Security (PTOS) and the 
Chief, Physical Security Division will be the channel of 
contact with the Director of Security. 


B. The Chief, Operations Support Branch, Security 
Support Division, (PSI) is responsible for coordinating and 
advising the Chief, Physical Security Division of all 
intelligence received through liaison contacts. 


C. The Chief of Operations (PSI) will maintain liaison 
with the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 


D. The Chief, Headquarters Security Branch will 
maintain liaison with various police forces in the State of 
Virginia concerned with Agency facilities: the U.S. 

Park Police; Federal Protective Service, GSA; and the GSA 
Emergency Operations Center. 


E. The Chief, Physical Security Division is respon- 
sible for maintaining liaison with the U.S. Marshals, U.S. 
Secret Service, Provost Marshal's Office, Military District of 
Washington, and the duty officers at NIS, OSI/Air Force. 


F. The Chief, CIA Operations Center will maintain 
liaison with the National Military Command Center, Pentagon 
and the Civil Defense Center, Lorton, Virginia. 


G. Liaison with the Department of Justice will be 
conducted through the Office of General Counsel. 
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When an emergency situation exists, liaison with the 
following agencies-and jurisdiction will be under the direction 
of the officer in charge of the Security Command Center.
